Washington, April G.~For the first 


time in American history a European 
power has sought to introduce the 
United States into politics directly af- 
fecting the situation oC the old world. 


Through his ambassador in Wash- 


ington, Baron Specie-von Sternburg, 
Emperor.' William has''presented to 
this government an explanation of his 
position In Morocco in the same terms 
he described a few days ago personal- 
ly to the sultan of the Moorish empire. 
He has stated that .Germany's policy 
In the African empire, bordering on 
the Mediterranean sea, comprehends 
these three points: 


1. Preserving of the status quo-ler- 


rltorially. 


2. Equality of treatment for the 


commerce of all nations. 


3. Prohibition of preferential pi-iv- 


, lieges for the citizens of any nation, 


"Open Door" for World. 


An explanation of the attitude of tho 


German government in Morocco fol- 
lows assurances which Baron Specie 
von Sternburg communicated to tho 
president that Germany is in favor 01! 
the "open door" all over the world. 
These assurances 
were personally 


given, but in order that there might 
be no doubt of the attitude of his gov- 
ernment in Morocco, Baron von Stern- 
burg left with Secretary Taft a wri(t- 
tcn memorandum, which explained it 
In a straightforward manner. 


Baron.von S.ternburs has not asked 


the United States to take any action 
or make' any declaration of policy. 
The memorandum was simply for the 
purpose of informing the president o» 
the" Urtltod, .States rhat its interests 
as well as those of Germany and other 
trading nations were in danger. 


Action Is Important. 


Germany's action has its importancu 


in opening the way to the .introduction 
of the United States in European pal:. 
tics; 
In the past the attitude of the 


United States has been: 


"We will not interfere In European | 


affairs, and you .must not interfere in j 
American affairs." Germany recogniz- 
es this Indisposition on the part of tho 
American people to meddle in the old 
world. 
But it .finds that a solution 


has arisen which necessitates the at- 
tention of the United States.

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F.*.'.nce1"»«0^'V'an ari-arigem'e>?; there- 
by in the German view the British 
government surrendered all its politi- 
cal and commercial rights in Morocco. 
Though German trade interests -are 
large and Germany has a certain po- 
litical interest in the- disposition of 
Moorish territory, neither the London 
nor Paris government consulted Em- 
peror William about their negotia- 
tions, and even failed to (jommunicate 
officially tho text of the convention 
to the Berlin foreign office. Germany 
then concluded that it must act to 
protect its own interests. When Em- 
peror William went to Tangier it was 
believed convenient to make a declar- 
ation of the German policy, and this 
he did when he talked with the sul- 
tan. 


Protects German Interests.

Relations of the Powers. 


In turning to the. United

occupied in the war with Japan^to 
give assistance to any other nation, 
The relations of Great Britain and 
Germany are bad. France is .only 
:waiting a good opportunity, to attack 
the latter. 
Great Britain and France 


are believed to be. prepared to act.to- 
gether -against 
Germany. 
Italy 
is 


more friendly to Great Britain than 
It is to Germany, and, besides, Italy 
has recognized the predominance of 
French interests in Morocco'.

the president it Is Impossible to say

Iwllutm for ilie. fifth annual session 
of the summer school for artisans un- 
der the auspices of the college of en- 
sincering calls attention to . an im- 
portant line of work which the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin is doing in pro- 
viding instruction for a large number 
of men employed in mechanical and 
electrical plants, who are unable to 
avail themselves ol the regular four 
year courses In engineering. 
When 


the course was established five years 
ago as' a result of Itlie determination 
on the 'pan of the University author- 
ities to extend the advantages of the 
engineering courses as -widely as pos- 
sible, the result of this new departure 
iu .technical education was regarded 
•with considerable interest-. 
The suc- 


cess of the undertaking 
during the 


past four years has demonstrated be- 
yond question 
the 
practicability of 


the artisans' course. 
Since the or- 


ganizajUon of the course, the attend- 
ance 'has more 
• than 
doubled, 
and 


nearly 100 men who arc actively en- 
saged in mechanical 
and electrical 


work took advantage of'the course 
last summer. 
The 
variety of occu- 


pations of the workers to whom this 
training appeals is well indicated by 
the occupations of ;those who attend- 
ed last year, for among .them were 
steam .engineer, pattern.. maker, ar- 
mature winder, erecting 
machinist, 


refrigeration engineer, superintendent 
of power plant, manager of. electric 
plant, chcmisjt, blacksmith, draftsman, 
carpenter, farmer, 
instructor in en- 


gineering, and normal training teach- 
er. 
.

Supplements Individual .Study. 


A larger proprtidn of those who at- 


tend this school for artisans arc men 
•who haye entered upon technical work 
directly after 
leaving; 
the common 


schools or high schools without pur- 
suing courses in technical schools. 
Many of these find that the oppor- 
tunity for advancement is limited to 
some extent, by the lack of a more ad- 
vanced technical, .training, a deficien- 
cy which, in many cases, they seek to 
remedy by carrying on their studies, 
during their leisure time, with the as- 
sistance of correspondence school In- 
struction. 
Valuable as this individu- 


al study generally proves, it is ucft al- 
ways entirely satisfactory because of 
the lack of lopportunity for that prac- 
tice in the laboratory and in the use 
of. instruments 
and machines, which 


form such an 
essential -part of regu- 


lar courses in engineering. .It is this 
work in the laboratory that the. sum- 
mer school ? undertakes 
to give 
by 


throwing open laboratories aud their 
extensive equipment in the college of 
engineering to 
those attending die 


summer school. 
With 
the combined 


training afforded by 'their practical 
experience, individual study, and sum- 
mer school practice, many of these 
workers are able to prepare 
f.hem- 


solves to occupy positions of greater 
responsibility. The reports made last 
year by those in 
attendance at the 


school in- regard to the occupaition 
for which they were preparing them- 
'selvos, indicate 
the practical possi- 


bility of this training. There.were S 
fating 
themselves 
for 
positions as 


stationary .engineers, S as draftsmen, 
7 for central station work, 4 for elec- 
trical engineers, 3 for mechanical en- 
gineers, U for machinists. 2 for'super- 
intendents of electsric power plants, 
2 as manual training teachers, 1 as 
manager of ice plant, and 1 as engine 
salesman. 


Preparation Required. 


In .order jto nuvke the benefit of this 


school as far reaching 
as possible, 


the entrance requirements have been 
limited to a 
knowledge- of English 


and arithmetic. 
Thus while most of 


those .attending 
the . school 
have a 


preparation 
much 
in 
advance 
of 


.these elementary requirements, prac- 
tically no one is debarred " from its 
privleges. As Vnight naturally be ex- 
pected, the 
preparation of the stu- 


dents varies considerably, but" as far 
as possible tho instruction -is adapjted. 
to the preparation of the individual. 
"Wherever it is necessary, and when- 
ever it is possible' to do so, the class- 
es are divided into elementary and 
advanced sections in. order .'to meet 
the requirements of all students. The 
laboratory work, however, 
is largely 


individual, and 'thus a student may 
take advantage of all the preparation 
thivt ho has.received, either by prac- 
tical work 
or by' technical school 


training. 
The 
instruction 
given in 


the .artisans course is 
often of the 


most difficult technical 
nature 
with 


the exact recuiirement of engineer- 
ing practice, such,' for example, as 
that 
in 
steam 
boiler engineering 


tests, tcwts of fuels, 
elec]i.ric meter, 


lamps, etc. Work of this kind is ordi- 
narily given-only in 
the-regular en- 


gineering courses, and yet. the more 
practical portions of 
it, such as are 


taught in the summer school for arti- 
sans is oi' daily use in many estab- 
lishments, and as past experience has 
shown, can be given successfully dur- 
ing the summer course. 


As it is impossible for'a student to 


take all the studies offered in a single 
line of work in1 one summer session, 
many rejturn 
for a second summer. 


The usual practice 
is to take 
work 


principally in cither steam or elec- 
tricity the first session, and to take j 
the other 
subject 
not studied the] 


first year, during -the second summer. 
In -this way the students 
obtain a 


comparatively 
thorough course 
in 


these two important and closely re- 
lated fields. While in many mechan- 
ical and "electrical employments the 
subject matter of a four 
year's pro- 


fessional course is not required, nav- 
criheless some portions of it are abso- 
lutely essential. 
To the central elec- 


tric station superintendent or man- 
ager, for example, or to an employee 
who'desires 
advancement, a know-l- 


edge of the 
methods 
of testing the 


machinery in his charge is necessary 
in order to obtain 
the highest 
effi- 


ciency in its operation. This requires 
a knowledge of the theory of the ma- 
chinery and of the use of the rnsuu- 
ments" necessary 
for testing. 
The 


same kind of knowledge is necessary j 
to the engineer in charge of a steam 
plant. 
Courses Offered. 


The main-divisions of/the work in- 


clude subjects of engines and boilers, 
applied electricity, machine 
design, 


materials of construction, fuels and 
stop work, a.nd manual training. _ In 
connection with ihe work In engines 
anil boilers, arc lecture courses in tlie 
theory of heat, steam engrnes, tuid 
boiler's, gas engines, refrigerating ma- 
chines, compressed 
air, and boiler | 


and engine itesting, 
with ' laboratory 


work in testing gas. gasoline, hot air 
engines, refrigerating machinery, and 
boilers. 
The work 
in applied elec- 


tricity consists of lectures and labora- 
tory "work on dynamos, motors, elec- 
tric meters, telephones, electro-plat- 
ing, 
and olcciro-typing, electric sta- 


tion work, electric lighting, and sim- 
ilar subjects. Fuels and lubricants 
with tests of each with view jto de- 
termining their value, 
form another 


important part of the work. 
Materi- 


als of construction and 
machine de- 


sign including 
mechanical drawing, 


are the 'subject of lectures and prac- 
tical work. 
The shop work consists 


of all branches 
of 
iron and 
wood 


working, including pattern and tool 
making. 
All tho laboratories of the 


college of engineering, such 
aS the 


steam testing laboratory, dynamo and 
electrochemical and 
elecjtrometallur- 


gical laboratories, the testing labora- 
tory for the strength 
of materials, 


and the machine shop, forging shop, 
-foundry, and wood working shop are 
open for the use of the students in 
tho summer session, 
who -jtlms have 


practically all the opportunities fori 
this practical work which the students! 
in tho regular 
engineering 
courses 


enjoy. 


Indications, of Large Attendance. 
Inquiries from prospective students j 


and applications 
from 
former stu- j 


dents which have 
already been re-j 


ceived indicate that there will be ai 
large attendance this year. 
In order i 


that adequate provision' may be made 
for the needs of all who desire .to at-, 
tend, those in charge of the course.] 
are undertaking 
to secure 
applica-j 


lions before June first, from all who 
intend to attend the course. The fact 
that for it he first time this year spe-j 
cial excursion rates have been secur- 
ed from all points in the Western Pas- 
senger 
Association 
territory, 
with 


special tourist rates from all parts of 
the country, will also doubtless re- 
sult in a large increase in attendance 
this year.

The state

THE CIRCULATION 


REPORT OF MARCH 


There Were 5829 Books Drawn from 


Library—Month's Total Increases 


— Daily Average Decreases. 


Though during the month of March 


the total circulation of books from 
'the Janesville public library shows 
an increase over the total for Feb- 
ruary,-the daily average circulation 
is lowered. This may be accounted 
for by. the difference in :he length 
of the two months. In March there 
were drawn 5,829 books, more Uian 
in February' by SS2. and the daily av- 
erage was 21 U. while 'the correspond- 
ing figure for February was 219. 
In 


the main library there 
were 
3,354 


books obtained, an increase of :J1C 
over the former month's figure and 
the children room there were 2.-145 
books taken during March, showing 
tin increase ol' 
5liG. 
Though 
the 


amount of fiction read decreased' in 
February from the amount read in

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 


The Wisconsin legislature"_ is up 


against a proposition on railroad leg- 
islation which demands more than a 
theoretical solution, anil while a ma- 
jority ol the members of 
the lower 


house are not expected 
to do any 


thinking, it is 'gratifying to know that 
the senate is differently constructed. 


Some of the administration mem- 


bers of the upper house are exhibit- 
ing a disposition to investigate re- 
sults in'Other states before commit- 
ting 'themselves to a. policy 
which 


means the unsettling of business, and 
more or less hardship, to say . the 
least. 
The state of Texas has a rate com- 


mission, clothed with unusual author- 
ity and an effort is being made to 
adopt similar laws for 
the govern- 


ment of railways in Wisconsin. 
The 


Texas laws are so unjust and the 
state is suffering so badly in conse- 
quence that fair minded men in Wis- 
consin are alarmed at the proposed 
legislation, and an effort is 
being 


made to modify proposed measures. 


W. T. Taylor, professor of railway 


engineering in the university has re- 
cently prepared a report on wealth, 
debt "and taxation for the federal cen- 
sus bureau. 
This report contains a 


detailed statement of the operations 
of the Texas railway laws, prepared 
by professor Taylor after personally 
investigating conditions. His opinion 
is that' the law operates to the injury 
of the state, in that it has discour- 
aged railway extensions and improve- 
ments and has placed in the hands 
o£ a commission 
of politicians the 


power to adjust and fix transportation 
rates. Without knowledge of the sub- 
ject, the commissioners 
have made; 


arbitrary rulings and the 
tendency 


has been to usurp the management 
of the railways, though the state has 
not obtained 
ownership.. "On ac- 


count of its plan of organization and 
the stringent laws it is appointed to 
execute," 
Prof. 
Taylor, 
suggests, 


"the commission could greatly abuse 
its powers; and charges are not want- 
ing' that the present commission is 
subverting its rulings and findings for 
political ends." 


This in a nut shell is the unpreju- 


diced opinion of a man whose sym- 
pathies are with the administration, 
and yet whose judgment is not in- 
fluenced by theories nor sentiment. 


Senator Hatton, chairman 
of the 


senate 
committee 
on 
railroads, 


"prompted by a desire for knowledge, 
and with a disposition to be fair to 
all interests, recently wrote a letter 
to 
Joseph Nimms, Jr., 
statistician 


and economist, Mr. Nimms has long 
been in the employ of the government 
in the statistical department, and is 
regarded as the best authority on the 


. state regulation of railways. 


Senator Hatton asked Mr. Nimms 


for his judgment on proposed Wis- 
consin regulation. Mr. Nimms1 reply 
is exhaustive and • is being sent otic 
over the state in pamphlet form. It 
contains among other items of inter- 
est tables of comparison on popula- 
tion, wealth, value of farm property 
and products, capitol 
employed in 


manufacturing, the products of manu- 
facture, railroad mileage and freight 
charges per ton per mile, showing in 
every instance that Wisconsin makes 
a better showing than the nation at 
large. 
These 'conditions prevail, in 


his judgment because lailroads and 
manufacturers have worked together 
for developing the state. 


He regards the theory of state or 


government control of railroads and 
kindred corporations as a dangerous 
theory and claims that the expert; 
ment was tested and abandoned long 
ago by countries of the 
old world. 


He calls it a system of "bureaucracy" 
which he regards 
as synonymous 


with autocracy and says that both be- 
long to the dark ages. 
His letter 


closes with the following paragraph. 


"As the results of my observations 


and information from various sources 
in regard to State railroad commis- 
sions endowed with autocratic pow- 
er of fixing rates and 
charges for 


railroad transportation services, I am 
led to the belief that 
such 
State 


Commissions, as a rule, have been 
detrimental to the public ini.er.ests. 
They have generally, 
reduced 
the 


revenues of the railroad companies 
to an extent which has operated to 
prevent the extension 
of 
existing 


lines and the construction 
of new 


lines, and have 
prevented improve- 


ments calculated to facilitate and en- 
large traffic. 
This lias reacted un- 


• favorably upon the productive enter- 


prise and commerce of the respective 
States which have had recourse to 
that method of regulation. 


"The political results of such dras- 


tic legislation have been deplorable. 
.We have beheld the 
spectacle of

Recommended for Passage by Educa- 


tional Committee—Would Have 


Effect Here. 


;. Should the 300-tjoot limit bill, regu- 
lating the distance of saloons from 
public or parochial schools, reported 
to the senate yesterday by Legislator 
Stout as the chairman, of the commit- 
tee on education, become a law, three 
saloons and probably a fourth would 
bo compelled u> move within /the next 
two years and no licenses to conduct 
any liquor traffic within the prescrib- 
ed'radius could be granted by the com- 
mon council in the fmture. 


Near Lincoln School 


These bars are all located in. the 


block in the fifth ward 
in 
which 


stands'tho Lincoln schoolhouse, com- 
monly known as the 
Old 
Central 


building. The hotel bar nearby, which 
is inside the "dead-line," would be an 
exception, one clause in the bill stat- 
ing that the regulation shall not ap- 
ply to hotels established prior to 
February \, 1905. 


Committee Recommends 


The 
bill is recommended • by ,the 


committee for passage and the report 
came somewhat as a surprise, as it is 
understood both Senators Rogers and 
Kreutzer asked for a delay so tha,t 
additional hearings could be had. The 
measure as reported is a compromise, 
it is claimed, and met with' the ap- 
proval of the committee with, two ex- 
ceptions. In order to overcome these 
objections Senator Rogers asked for 
Ja delay In the report until he. and 
PSenaltor Kreutzer could confer. 


Objections Are Expected 


- The amended bill is the product of 
Harrison Green of Milwaukee and has 
thu approval of Bishop Messmer and 
other church and educational 
men. 


The bill In its present form, however, 
does not meet wi;th the approval of 
he saloon and brewery men and the 
prospects are that one of the inter- 
esting contents of the session will re- 
sult before the measure is adopted'. 
Senator Rogers announced that it was 
lis purpose to offer amendments upon 
the floor, and hoped that the cornmit- 
;6e would adopt them so that the dif- 
'erences could-be adjusted! 


What Bill Prohibits 


The -section of the bill relating to 


,ho establishment of distance limits 
is .".s follows: 


"From and after June 30. 1901, any- 


thing contained in any city charter to 
the contrary notwithstanding, no such 
license shall be granted to any per- 
son or persons for the sale of any 
such liquors, in any . building, boojth, 
or other place within a distance of 
,300 feet of any public school ground 
or any permanently established par- 
ochial school grounds 
which 
shall 


lave been owned and run as such for 
:hreo years, provided this shall not 
ipply.r-to--t.ho -sale;-of ~liquors- in-. -any 
building which fronts solely upon . a 
street, upon vwhich the school-in ques- 
tion faces, and provided also that this 
shall not apply to drugstores, clubs, 
theatres, or hotels actually establish- 
ed prior to the first, day of February, 
1905, 
nor to license for the-sale of 


liquors in breweries. 
From and after 


the passage of this act no new saloons 
shall be licensed to do business wilth- 
in the aforesaid 300 feet limit from 
any of said schools. Where new pub-

FIRST-AID POLICEMEN. 


City Guardians of Birmingham, Eng- 


land, Furnish Medical Aid 


to the Injured. 


According to areport made to the state 


department by Consul Halstead at Bir- 
mingham, England, the residents of that 
city have the comfort of knowing that 
ere long every policeman there will be 
capable of rendering efficient first aid In 
time of need. That condition is the result 
of a thorough system of instruction in 
first aid to the injured. During the past 
two years 550 policemen of various 
grades have been awarded certificates for 
efficiency in that respect, and it is report- 
ed that out of a total strength of 860,81S 
policemen have passed the first-aid 
classes. Since 1902 first aid has been 
given in over 2,000 cases by policemen 
who were thus enabled to save lives that 
otherwise might have been sacrificed for 
lack of immediate attention. 


"It Is no small advantage that in a 


populous center, where accidents, un- 
fortunately, are of dally occurrence," 
says Consul Halstead, "there should be 
close upon a thousand stalwart and en- 
ergetic men to whom a request for medi- 
cal assistance may be confidently made. 
The police of Birmingham have already 
earned and received the thanks of the 
community for their exertions in various 
departments of social and philanthropic 
work, especially in connection with the 
association for the cloth ing of destitute 
children, and the new departure which 
the 'watch committee' has wisely inau- 
gurated cannot but enhance the esteem 
in which they are publicly held. The po- 
lice association for the clothing of des- 
titute children serves efllciently not 
only for the purpose which Us title indi- 
cates, but has the very important effect 
of establishing p. good understanding 
between the police and the very poor of 
a-great city, who are thus taught that 
the police can really be their best 
friends; besides, it must counteract In 
the police themselves the hardening ten- 
dency of their work."
